(BULLETIN) 
(International News Service) 
KENTON, <)., Nov. 10.—A 
death toll of 11 or 1*J per­ 
sons was counted today in 
the wreckage of a Pennsyl­ 
vania passenger train which 
hurtled from the tracks at 
Dunkirk, nine miles north of 
Kenton. 
At least 44 others were in­ 
jured and taken to Kenton 
hospitals. 
Nine bodies were removed from 
the wreckage, and Hardin County 
Coroner J. A. Mooney said that there 
were “at least, two or three more 
victims still in the twisted remains 
of one smashed coach. 
* Apparently there was some de­ 
fect 
in the engine,*’ Dr. Mooney 
said. 
“It lef 
the rails at a *Y' 
switch about 1.000 feet west of the 
^control tower, careened down the 
right-of-w ay and smashed into the 
tower. 
“The second coach behind ihe en­ 
gine, which piled up crosswise to 
the tracks with the front end to the 
north, crashed on past, and the 
front of the engine ripped out th° 
coach’s entire right side. 
All of 
the dead were taken from this coach 
and there are at least two or three 
more bodies still in the mangled 
steel at its rear."
